the hot. dry weather may result In 
raising the cost of milk. In fact, it is 
said today dealers who are having 
trouble In supplying their customers 
already have under consideration an 
advance in the price paid to producers. 
The torrid weather here affects work 
both ways, stimulating the demand at 
the same time that the supply tends to 
decrease. 
Three cents a quart, the 


price paid to the farmers, is stated to 
be tho highest June price for milk in 
thirty years.

Such a Change is Being Dis 


cussed by the Churches 


in Fort Wayne. 


In the course of a 
conversation 


with Rev. Jacob Miller, pastor o£ the 
St. Paul Lutheran church, now the 
oldest German Lutheran minister In 
Fort' Wayne, he remarked that "the 
tendency among the German Lutheran 
churches t of Fort Wayne now waa 
toward the adoption <-f English serv- 
ices in their church worship. 
That 


does not mean that the German serv- 
ice will: be abandoned, but that the 
English service will be added—in oth- 
er words, the holding of two services 
on Sunday, one In German and the 
Other in EngHsfi. 


At present th« Sunday worship in 


the six German Lutheran churches in 
this city is In German, the sermon and 
the other devotional exercises being 
in that langua*«- While the congre- 
gations w«re entirely German In their 
membership this was proper. But l»y 
marriage these Lutheran congrega- 
tions have brought into affiliation with 
the churches many who are not able 
to speak or understand the German 
language. 
Hence the necessity of 


adopting an English form of worship. 
And this is what will be done event- 
ually, probably in the near future by 
the German Lutheran churches In Fort 
.Wayne. 


At the St. Paul'* church, as is also 


the other German LutheAn churches. 
the record of marriages as read at tha 
business meetings of the church eve.y 
month show that In «0 per cent, of >Vii 
cases these marriages have been t. - 
•Unking together of young people one 
Of whom, husband 
or 
wife, cannot 


•peak the German- language. The re 
iult is that many of these couple 
drift Into MI English speaking churjh 
because In almost every instance both 
ipeak the rtigllsh language. To retain 
them the German Lutheran 
church 


must add to iti Sunday 
worship n 


English service. 
This Is what the 


German "Lutheran ^lurches In ve -v 
many of the cities of the country Is 
now doing. 


It is probable with this Idea In view 


that'the St. Paul congregation has re- 
cently employed Rev. Paul Miller a» 
assistant pastor.
